The Brosius Bill Will Correct the Con- 
dition, Restricting Loans in St. 
Louis, for Instance, to 1.21 
Per Cent of Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2%6.—The most im- 
portant recommendation made in the an- 
mual report of Comptroller of Currency 
Cc. G. Dawes and that which is the chiet 
feature of the report is one for additional 
restrictions on loans to directors and ex- 
ecutive officers of banks. The comptroller 
states that the large percentage of bank 
‘failures attributable to excessive loans to 
directors and officers, which amounted to 
62 failures, or 17 per cent of the total fail- 
ures of natiqnal banks, led him to a careful 
investigation as to all directors’ loans now 
outstanding in the national banks of the 


country. 

This investigation showed that on June 
29, 1900, the date of the comptroller’s call 
for a statement of condition from the na- 
tional banks, that of 28,709 directors of na- 
tional banks in the country 18,534 were di- 
rectly or indirectly indebted to national 
banks under their management. 

The aggregate sum owed by these 18,534 
borrowing directors, and 2279 officers and 
employes who were not directors was $202,- 

441. As the capital stock of the nation- 
al banks of the country June 29 was 
636,461, it follows that the direct and 
ndirect liability of directors and officers 
amounted to 32.55 per cent, or about one- 
third the capital. These direct and tndirect 
liabilities of directors and officers to banks 
under their management amounted to 1.75 
: cent of the total loans and discounts of 
he national ayatem: 

The comptroller submits a copy of the bill 
introduced at the last session of Congress 
by Hon. Marriott Brosius, chairman of the 
committee on banking and currency (H. R. 
12,048. Fifty-sixth Congress (first session), 
which has had his careftyi considegation, 
and the passage of which with some addi- 
tions he earnestly recommends. This bill 
has been drawn so as to insure a greater 
degree of safety in loans to directors and 
officers with what is believed to be a min

in a saloon fight Sunday morning. Frank 
H. Hamilton, a newspaper reporter, is 
under arrest charged with causing Day's 
death. 

Hamiton, who had been in the custody | 
of detectives since the tragedy, was not 
formally- placed under arrest until late 
in the afternoon, when the coroner's jury |

The tragedy took place in the billiard 
room of the hotel at 2 o'clock In the morn- 
ing, after a quarrel over a woman, particl- | 
pated in by Hamilton, Day and a number of | 
other prominent men.

friends entered. Hamiliton and Day began 
quarreling. An effort was made to sepa- 
rate them by several bystanders, and for a | 
few moments quiet was restored, ‘Then the | 
trouble broke out anew and ended only 
when Day lay dying on the floor. Ham.|-| 
ton, with whom he had been fighting, was | 
the first to bend over him and offer aid, 
but it was too late, for in five minutes the 
injured man was dead. The men who had 
taken any hand in the affray at once lett 
‘the place, but were later found by the po- 
lice, who took charge of the case. 

Coroner Nelson, at the request of friends 
of the prisoner and of the dead man. held 
an inquest this afternoon, when all of the 
witnesses of the tragedy testified. None 
Saw the fatal biow struck, but all agreed 
that Hamilton was the only man with 
whom Day had been fighting. He was well 
known in society circles.

ONLY HEARSAY TESTIMONY 


MOLINEUX THE FIRST TO CON- 
GRATULATE HIM. 


Counsel for the Man Convicted of 
Poisoning Mrs. Adams Say They 
Are Certain the Court of Ap- 
peals Will Reverse the 
Sentence. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Dr. Samuel F. 
Kennedy, under sentence of death in Sing 
Sing prison for the murder of “Dolly” Rey- 
nolds, has been granted a new trial by the 
Court of Appeals. The woman was found 
dead in the Grand Hotel, this city, Aug. 15, 
1698, her skull crushed as if by a powerful 
blow from some heavy, blunt weapon.

Rises From 46 Cents Within 
an Hour, 


PHILLIPS IN FULL CONTROL 


PLAYS AS HE PLEASES WITH THE 
CHICAGO MARKET. 


Shorts Are Frightened, but the King, 
It Is Said, Has No Desire 
to Squeeze Them Very 
Hard. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 246.—During the forenoon 
today November corn, the visible supply of 
which has been cornered by George H. Phil- 
lips, sold twice at 50 cents. 

Mr. Phillips, having been sustained by the 
board committee in rejecting for contract 
new corn which had gone through a 
drying process, and encouraged by the 
small recetyits of corn of a grade which may 
be delivered on contracts, was quoted today 
as asserting his entire confidence that he 
controls the market. 

The market opened 1 cent higher than the 
close Saturday, the first bid being 46c per 
bushel. 

This was bid by Mr. Phillips, and within 
au hour and a half the price went to 50 
cents, At this figure the young speculator 
made two sales aggregating 100,000 bushels. 

The price bid following the first sale at 50 
cents was 49%c, but as no corn was 
forthcoming, the next bid was at the top 
figure. 

A little later Mr. Phillips jet out a small 
line at 48 cents. There are but four days 
more before the expiration of the time limit 
for the delivery of corn on November con- 
tracts, and shorts, by their nervousness to- 
day, showed their appreciation of the fact. 

It is stated that the man in whose power 
they are, however, has no desire to 
“squeeze” them with any severity. That he 
could do so, sending the price soaring, is 
generally believed.

PROTEST AGAINST INCREASE. 


Pattonville People Don’t Want Rate of 
Fare Increased. 

About 30 citizens of Pattonville, St. Louls 

County, led by William Gentry, waited on 


the St. Louls County Court at Clayton 
Monday to enter protest against the court's 
action in granting the petition of the St. 
Louis, St. Charles & Western Electric Rail- 
way for permission to increase its fare 
from St. Louis to the Missouri river from 
10 cents to 16 cents. 

The court took no action on the protest, 
but laid the entire matter over two weeks 
for consideration. They did not either ap- 
prove or disapprove the minutes of last 
Monday's session as regards the granting 
of the company’s petition. 

J. a” Nag ong president of the S5Bt. 
Louis, Charles & Western, and J. B. C. 
Lucas, am of the chief stockholders, were 
also before the court, prepared to defend 
their petition. 

The PattonviNe people say they are op- 
posed to the court's action, not merely be- 
cause it will make them pay 10 cents in- 
stead of 5 cents fare to St. Louis. They 
claim the precedent established by the court 
in its action is dangerous. 


Three Pleaded Guilty.—Three pleas 


of guilty were accepted in Judge Wood's 
court Monday and sentences were passed 
on the defendants. Maggie Connors, 
charged with grand larceny, pleaded guilty 
to petit larceny and was sentenced to the 
workhouse for six months.

Englishmen Want Lord Roberts’ Plans 
Carried Out at No Matter What 
- 
Cost in Men or Money. 


LONDON, Nov... 26.—A proclamation has 
already been printed appointing Lord Kitch- 
ener to the commandership-in-chief of the 
British forces in South Africa in succession 
to Lord Roberts, but, owing to the post- 
ponement of the departure of the field mar- 
shal for home, it.has not yet been made 
public. The proclamation will be issued im- 
mediately after Lord Roberts can fix a 
definite date for his return. It is expected 
that he will relinquish the command about 
Dec. 20, and in the event of Lord Methuen 
not coming back until the operations are 


finished. It is expected that Kitchener 
will receive the temporary rank of general 
in addition to the substantive one of lieu- 
tenant-general. 

If a statement that the treasury objects 
to a request by Lord Roberts for 20,000 more 
troops on the ground of expense should be 
verified, there will be a howl of indignation 
from all parts of the country. The average 
Englishman has the utmost faith in Lord 
Roberts, and would prefer to have his

The Sugar Trust Will Take a Hand 
Because the Arbuckles Are Inter- 
ested in the Fruit Trust. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—A conference has 
been held between the committee represent- 
ing the independent banana growers of 
Nicaragua and J. Lamotte Morgan and oth- 
ers to discuss plans for relief from alleged 
unjust treatment by the United Fruit Co. 
The committee consists of 8S. W. Hetton 
and Frank Turner of Rama, Bluefields riv- 
‘er, Nicaragua. Mr. Morgan, formerly ef 
Birmingham, Ala., but now of this city, 
was identified with the sale to the company 
of Nicaraguan interests at the time it was 


formed. He is at present interested in a 
movement which may result in the estab- 
lishment of a direct steamship line to Nic- 
aragua independent of the company. The 
attendance at the meeting was small and 
western jobbers who were expected were 
not present.

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ROBBERY OF A SALOON 


JOHN A. KERUDWIG THINES HE 
WAS DRUGGED. 


HAD BARTENDER ARRESTED 


Krudwig Smelled Chloroform and 
Could Not Arouse His Dog, So He 
Asked for a Warrant. 


John A. Krudwig, manager of his broth- 
er's saloon at Eighth and O'Fallon streets, 
applied for a warrant Monday against 
Frank Nolte, a bartender, whom he charges 
with grand larceny. 

Krudwig told Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Johnson a peculiar story about the 
alleged robbery, one that the latter deemed 
worthy of investigation by Chief of Detect- 
ives Desmond, to whom he was sent. 

“I was left in charge of my brother's 
saloon last Wednesday. Nolte was work- 
ing for us. Saturday night I was drinking 
and shaking dice with friends at the bar. 
I began to feel strange ‘after taking sev- 
eral drinks. I did not suspect that any- 
thing was wrong. Several of the drinks 
intended for me I passed over to friends. 
They drank them and soon went to sleep. 

“We closed the saloon at 2 o’clock Sun- 
day morning. At 7 o'clock Nolte awoke 
me and said the saloon had been robbed. 
I did not have my right senses, and could 
detect the odor of chloroform. 

“TIT went out to Investigate and found my 
mastiff dog asleep on the floor. I could not 
arouse him. Nolte and I had slept to- 
gether in a room back of the saloon. 

‘Upon investigation I found that a win- 
dow had been broken but, there were cob- 
webs on the inside of the window, show- 
ing that no one had crawled into it. 

“IT accused Nolte of ‘doping’ me and tak- 
ing $114 from the cash drawer. He denied 
it, but I had him arrested.”’

A vigorous effort is to be made to sup- 
press postoffices conducted throughout the 
country for the sole benefit of some cor- 
ration, patent medicine firm or private 
nstitution, whose operations deprive the 
government of its legitimate revenues. The 
or corporation usually has some 
one connected with it appointed, postmaster 
and thus gets the advantage Mf the can- 
cellations or the salary and allowances of 
the postmaster. These institutions some- 
times have derived thousands of dollars of 
revenue from the government, which vir- 
tually amounted to a commission or dis- 
count on their postal business.
